Rare Tropical Killer in

Tuesday a very fine specimen oi 


coral snake was brought in to me by 
Sen Bums from Patmos, which is now 
on display in the window of McRae 
hardware company. 
This is the most poisonous reptile 


of North America, and it is a verj 
rare snake in our county, as we have 
only recently found it this far north 
We have never had a report on this 
species north of Hope. 


There are two species of the cora 


snakes in the 
United 
States—the 


Harlequin and the 
Sonoran. 
The 


Harlequin is found from South Car- 
olhia, West to Mississippi, and south- 
ward to the Gulf, and we have dis- 
covered it in southern Arkansas, The 
Sonoran variety is found only in th 
southern portion of New Mexico and 
Arizona. The venom of these ser- 
pents is of a neurotoxic variety, as it 
affects the nervous system of the vic- 
tim. Boys should be very careful in 
handling this particular snake for it 
has as deadly poison as the cobra of 
India. 
, 


•-Mr. Butler -of Spring Hill brought 
a cotal snake .to me several weeks 
ago and this is the third one found in 
this vicinity, since I advertised for 
this particular reptile. It has been 
demonstrated that we 
have three 


general classes of venomous snakes of 
North Amerca in our county. All boy 
scouts should see this coral snake, 
now on display in Hope, as it will be 
sent to the Zoological gardens in St. 
Louis within the next few days. 


Hound Is Bitten

The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lessqn for Oqt. 7

Far the last quarter's lessons we 


turn, again to the New Testament for 
a series' of studies jn the Christian 
life, 


The Christian life is primarily a 


life with Christ, W fittingly the quar- 
ter's lessons begin with a study of 
fellowship with Christ, based upon 
the figure of the branch in relation to 
the vine. It waa an allegory that could 
be well understood by those who Uv* 
ed in a country of vineyards. 


They understood full well the prun* 


ing and purging by which the vine 
was kept in its strength and fruitful- 
ness. They understood equally well 
the relation of the branches to the 
vine, that they were parts of one 
Whole, that the branch derived its life 
from the vine and at the same time 
ministered to the life of the vine. 


Jesus was fond of insisting upon, 


this mutual relationship between Him- 
self and His diseipjes. He did 
not 


think of His life as apart from them, 
They were in Him and He was in 
them, 


He felt the need of their human 


friendship and nearness. His soul was 
full of loneliness and agony <is these 
friends failed Him in the closing hours 
cf His life in thut Oarden of Gethf-es- 
mane.

Suction should be continued for at

tendency is' to undertrcat as far ns 
suction is concerned. 
As long as 


there is a continuance of swelling, I 
suction should be continued. If the 
swelling 'continues up the arm or leg,.1 
or over the body, multiple incisions, 
should be made at the edge of the' 
way of swelling and suction applied 
, Dr. Dudley Jackson believes that 
tihe poison "is diluted and transmitted | 
by the lymphatic system, and treats 
with suction accordingly. Venom is 
not absorbed as rapidly as was form- 
erly thought, and regardless of the 
method by which it gains the general 
circulation, suction is very important. 
One or rnorc tubes of scrum should be 
given when the symptoms indicate. 
It;is best to give one or two tubes at 
once when it is known that the snake 
responsible is a large one, for in that 
case, it is more than likely that the ' 
amount of venom is likely large. The' 
venom works in. a direct ratio to the 
b.qdy weight, a milagrarri of venom of

killing about a pound of body weight 
h the dog. The ratio would be sim- 
lar with tho.-timber rattlesnake, but 
we never know how much venom lias 
been injected.

patient accordingly- In 
most cases, 


the patient is undcrlrcatcd rather than 
ovcrtreated. Even where a life is 
saved by improper treatment, there is 
such destruction of tissue that there 
in a permanent disability. One per 
cent saline solution injected in and 
around the bite dissolves the venom, 
and makes cxtration easier. 
It is 


well to keep the bitten member lower 
than the rest of the body, as this in- 
creases eji-oma^c. in {severe cases, 
blood transfusions are advisable. Ap- 
ply hot fomentations of magnesium 
sulphate, or one to ten thousands so- 
lution of potassium 
permanganate.

1932 to a "Finance Committee" for 
Gov. Hill McAlister's election cam- 
paign, under promise of repayment 
later. 


Reecc was tried in the county where 


he was born 51 years ago. When the 
acquittal verdict was returned short- 
ly after neon, he smiled, shook hands 


with the jurors and left for his home 
in Johnson City. 


Charges similar to those on which 


ho was freed here nrc pending against 
him nt Nashville, where the grand 
jury 
last February 
returned 
five 


presentments accusing Recce of lar- 
ceny, embezzlement by public officer 
and fraudulent breach of trust in con- 
nection with the back tax 
account. 


Irregularities totaling $16,364.47 are al- 
leged in those presentments. 


A few days after the charges were 


preferred by the grand jury in Nash- 
vtfle, he went en trial there on a 
previous indictment charging that he

was convicted of grand larceny and 
his punishment fixed at from three to 
10 years. An appeal to the state su- 
premo court is pending.

WASHINGTONr(/P)—A shift in the 


customary national diet during the 
late winter and next spring, because 
r.C the drouth, was predicted Thurs- 
day from within the AAA. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 


ics, in a lengthy servey of crops and 
livestock destruction, concluded al- 
so that prices would rise but that, 
with an adjustment between surplus 
and deficit area, there would be no 
dangerous food shortage. 


"The full effect of the drouth on re- 


tail food prices will not be felt un- 
til next spring, 
when 
supplies of 


meats, dairy products, 
and 
poultry 


products will be reduced," the bureau 
said. 


Drouth and high temperatures dur- 


ing the summer were ^ reported to 
have so reduced production in Central 
and Rocky Mountain states that, de- 
spite ''bountiful production" in East- 
ern and Far Western states, "con- 
sumers will have to make 
certain 


shifts in their usual diet because of 
;hc scarcity of some foods and the 
abundance of others." 


The bureau said a higher level of 


food prices "in general" may be ex- 
pected in addition to the 7.1 per cent 
general increase 
during 
the past 


Lhrao months, but at a slower rate. 


Price increases listed for the thrce- 


month period were: Meats, 13.6 per 
cent; dairy products, 4.3 per cent; 
cereal products, 3.5, and canned fruits 
and vegetables, 1.5 Part of these in- 
creases, the bureau said, can be at- 
tributed to normal seasonal trends,
